So far as relntes to the rates of rallroads in
competition and under State regulation, there
i# no posslbility of barm from overcaplitaliza-
In every other particular Indicated by
the President any evil from overcapitalization
would exlst and operite In respect of stock
corporations generally, whether organized as
rallroads or for industrial purposes.

So far as concerns the Issue of bonds, prom-
Ising to pay sums exceeding the original eonsiderntion
it Is to be observed that In the ¢ase of cor-
porations, just as In the case of Individuals, this is a
matter of financial credit.

The corporation or the Individual m good eredit can
borrow at a lawr mate and without discount;
induce ioans, those In poor eredit must make concessions
Under such conditions excessive bonded
indebtedness does not constitute overcapitalization ;
it Is un evil expressiy permitted by law.

That it s an evil when Incurred for any purpose not

This, at fOrst glance, looks like an excellent ldea; at
any rate, every American would like to have ermnal and
viclous forelgners kept ont of the country, und to make
n law that they must keep out seems to seitle the matter,
But, on oxamloation, it will be seen that such a Inw
could not be enforced and might ng well not be made.

With our enormous and unpoliced const lines, with
thousands of miles of unprotected border on the north
and south, it 1s imposaible to keep out of the country any
white person that wants to enter. Once a foreigner ls on
territory of the United States, be would be s=afe, for
there s no means of distlnguishing bim from hundreds
of thousands of others, There Is no way of reglstering
and keeping account of §0,000,000 people, nor of prevent-
fng ns many as wish to from jolning them,

The UnitedsStates is helpless, and cannot protect itself
from the flood of humanity that Is pouring in on It every
year. Even prohibiting Immigration altogether would be
useless, We might as well wake up our minds that this
counutry will continue to be the refuge of the eriminals
and the viclous of the world, and trust to our vigilance
and alertness, and to a drastie enforcement of our own
laws to prevent them from Injuring us after they arrive.

Adams fotnd the eabinet a
slepping stone to the highest honmor in the gift of the
people, but this politieal Listory has never repentod Itself,
No man now allve can reeal! a time, however, when four
members of the same eabinet were prominently meation-
od as cnndidates for the 'residency In the same year.
Beeretary Cortelyou, Secrotary Taft and ex-Socretocy
Shaw wlll find no precedent for the elevation of a cabl-
net minister, other than a Socretary of State, to the of-
fice of PPresldent.
